Two yMiB ago fawt April Mr. Dorr 
was a brakeman in the employ of the 
Missouri Pacific Railway company. 
WhiU' in the ilisoharge of hia (hitio." ho 
wa.s thrown l)oneath the whi'cl.M of a 
mavin(( train and l>oth le^s weri' cut utT, 
one above and the other just below 
•<lw knee. After many weeks of sulTer- 
int be raeovered suflieiently to begin 
a aait for daaMfea agaimt the eompap 
ny. From a atroog young man, with a 
idiysique like an athlete he waa reduc- 
<'d to the lot of a helpless crijipK' and 
all by reason of a defective safety iip- 
pliance on an engine. In the court it 
was shown that it was not carelessness 
open the part of Mr. iKirr that caused 
t^ accident, but in one of the moet 
betly contested cases erer in the dis> 
Wet epnrt here his attomeyi, Hoostoo 
A BfMlu, proved the Jostke of their 
caase so clearly that the jury returned 
a verdict granting Mr. Dorr 135,000 
damage against the company. This is 
the Urgest damage awarded for per- 
sonal injuries ever made by a jury in 
Kansas and it excited much comment, 
not only in this state but elsewhere. 

Natarally, with such a verdiet 
sfainst H, the company appealed the 
case to the supreme court and wImb it 
came on for a hearing there it waa sent 
back fur a new trial on a technicality. 
The case w as still pending in the dis- 
trict court whsB tlM isWlaiiiwt was 
effected. 

Mr. Dorr was elected city clerk a 
year ago last spring by the largaat ma- 
jority of any maa on the ticfcet, which 
tends to show his popuburity. and hia 
many friends in WichiU will be gbKl 
to learn that the caae has finally been 
settled so advantageoualy for hiai.-
